an oscillator connected between t/he other end of the 
first MOS transistor and a second power source; 

a first capacitative element cq/nnected to the 
oscillator in parallel; and 

additive control means that Controls the oscillation 
frequency of the oscillator separately from the first MOS 
transistor by a digital signal.
